2. Citations and explanations: 

The application relates to a method for filling recesses 
of a sample carrier with chemical and/or biological 
liquids . 



The claimed combination of features (cf. claims 1 and 3), 
and especially the use of a damping pulse at the end of 
the delivery of a series of droplets, or the use of a 
pre-pulse before the first exciting pulse at the start of 
the delivery of a series of droplets, overcomes the 
problem of the formation of deposits at the discharge 
nozzle of the liquid delivery device . 

The search report citations neither mention the problem 
of the formation of deposits at the discharge nozzle nor 
provide a starting point for the solution to this 
problem.
